more than 500 attorneys from all) 


the southeast, and lectuers of 
the institute, including Judge 
Joseph C. Hutcheson, of the fifth 
circuit court of appeals; Dean 
Charles E. Clarke, of the Yale 
‘University School of Law, and 
Judge E. Marvin Underwood, of 
the United States district court for 
the northérn district of Georgia. 

Referring ‘to what he called 
“indisputable, stubborn facts,” 
Hogan said that out of the 31 
Presidents in our history, 24 have 
been lawyers, and of tne last 13 
Presidents, 11 have been members 
of the legal profession. Research, 
he remarked, shows that 70 per 
cent of the executive offi cers and 
members of the legislative bodies 
of the country are lawyers. “In 
other words,” he continued, “one- 
tenth of one per cent of our 
population, all members of the 
legal profession, furnish leader- 
ship. 

A lawyer, Hogan said, 
for the defense of private rights 
against the asserted powers even 
of the government itself. 

“As a resident of Washington 
for many years,” he remarked. “J 
have witnessed the whittling away 
of the bill of rights from within 
It the job of the lawvers. at 
the price of official and political 
denunciation, to stand against that 
whittling. Indifference can bring 
staggering results. Lawyers of to- 
day should cherish and follow the 
example of that immortal host 
who in the past risked everything 
for the profession's independence.” 

Hogan praised the new strean 
lined federal procedure, and urged 
CGéorgians 10 many of 
those .rules as applicable in the 
state courts.

“this old revolver” after the neigh- 
borhood began to be. terrorized 
about six months ago by a prowler 
“who went around peeping in win- 
dows.”

But today, I wish to talk about 
the future rather than the past— 
to talk,.as a private citizen, 
about the problems that you and 
I and every other loyal American 
must face and solve today and to- 
morrow. For if my 43 years as 
an impersonal observer and stu- 
dent of domestic and world af- 
fairs qualifies me to estimate the 
current situation, not since the 
days of the secession has the fu- 
ture of America hung by so nar- 
row a thread.

IN YOUR OR MY LIFETIME 


Throughout the years that we 
have been increasing our relief 
rolls and enlarging the national 
debt—a debt that cannot be paid 
in your lifetime or mine—we 
have ‘been passing laws and 
stablishing measures intended to 
aise the standard of living by 
redistributing wealth, while 
at same time shortening the 
hours and restricting the output 
of the individual worker. We for- 
get that wealth must be pro- 
duced before it can be distrib- 
uted. We cannot work less and 
produce more. A 30-hour week 
substituted pi a 40-hour weex 
inevitably eans .a lowered 
idard of living and less real 
income for the worker except as 
the hourly work rate can be 
speeded up to make up the dif- 
ference. 

We have arrived at the divid- 
ing of the ways where all de- 
mocracies of history have fail- 
ed. The problem before us is 
this—have we character, the 
determination and the ability 
to solve our problems by the 
vote? Or must we accept the 
statement so often repeated 
that all theories of government 
which assume the majority of 
people virtuous, willing and 
anxious to act virtuously on 
every issue are purely Utopian? 
If the majority cannot be de- 
pended upon to act and vote 
virtuously on issues vital to our 
wellbeing: if we are simply to 
drift along the easiest way, 
then certainly American de- 
mocracy is headed for destruc- 
tion. The majority vote must 
male dictatorship clearly im- 
possible if democracy is to 
stand in a world of dictators. 
For, make no mistake, the 
world drift is away from de- 
-aocracy, away from individual 
freedom, away from individual 
responsibility, ani America is 
caught :n ‘hat drift. There is 
much encouragement, however, 
in the results of the Septem- 
ber elections, where the major- 
ity and the independence of 
the American voter has been 
shown. 

We do not have to vote fora 
dictatorship to have ene in 
‘America. The issue is not as 
clear cut as that. We have 
merely to vote increased gov- 
erriment authority over onr 
daily habits, and the resultant

Dictators and_ dictatorships 
evolve unnoticed among the con- 
ditions that produce them. Thir- 
ty-four years ago a timid, agi- 
tated, unkempt Socialist crept 
into a Socialist meeting in Lau- 
sanne, Switzerland. He had fled 
Italy to escape military service 
he held repugnant. Who could 
foresee that the timid Socialist 
would develop into the ruthless 
Italian dictator who today arbi- 
trarily orders the daily lives of 
all his compatriots? Or that this 
same Mussolini who sold himself, 
to the British as a defender 
world peace and dom estic tran- 
quillity would later ally | 
with the brigand nations who are 
today despoilin their weaker 
neighbors and would imbue his 
peaceful Italian compatriots with 
visions of a resurgent conquering 
Rome? 

But in a democracy we can 
only improve our politics by im- 
proving the individual citizen. 
Stability of governmen* rests 
upon his character and his integ- 
rity. Recently, the foreign min- 
ister of Turkey remarked of the 
British democracy; “No matte: 
what happens, never will we be 
found in a camp opposing Brit- 
ain. Britain may lose a battle but 
rever a war. She has money, a 
navy and character.” What are 
the facts in America today? 
Crime, graft, disease and illiter- 
acy are widespread, too often 
motivated by either the conniv- 
ance or the wilful neglect on the 
part of public officials, high and 
low. It is our great misfortune 
that in America our successful 
men of demonstrated ability can 
seldom be induced to run for po- 
litical office. Too often our lead- 
ers in other fields take little in- 
terest in better government, not 
even taking the trouble to vate. 

In addition to a lack of out- 
standing leadership, our gov- 
ernment has recently suffered 
from an indigestible mass of 
untried theories and idea’ upon 
which we have lavished the 
greatest peacetime appropria- 
tions in our nation's history. 

Many of these ideas are sound 

—as ideas, Some can ultimate- 

ly be incorporated permanently 

into our system of government 
to its- benefit and that of its 
citizens. But many costly ex- 
periments have been visionary 

—doomed to failure from the 
outset. Others appear to cloak 
a sinister ulterior motive be- 
hind a humanitarian front, and 
these are being eagerly pushed 

by the alien element in our 
midst. Not long ago a radical 

organization meeting within a 
stone's throw of the Statue of 
Liberty stated that it stood for 
the constitution of the United 
States, but that it planned to 
modify that constitution to 
conform to its own ttn-Amert- 
ican doctrines. 

If ‘we are amazed at 
changes that we see on every 
we must bring ourselves to the 
realization that the present day 
voting American people are a new 
and strange mixture, We wel- 
come the immigrant of the right 
sort, but the objection today is 
that so many come, not with the 
thought of becoming good Amer- 
icans, but with the deliberate in- 
tention of replacing our system 
with their own un-American 
theories of government. Un- 
fortunately, the expedient course 
politically seems to be appeal to 
the weakest traits and to the un- 
American citizens rather than to 
those who would hold to those 
fine old basic principles which 
have made America outstanding 
in the history of the world. 

In\a democracy it is fundamen- 
tal that every citizen have full 
conlidence in the integrity and 
fair-minded impartiality of his 
government. The government 
must be fully entitled to that con- 
fidence and respect. But today 
in America we often sée class 
marshalled against class and “un- 
fair preference is sometime 
shown. For the first time in the 
history of the army we have been 
compelled to give preference to 
the applicant of a certain definite 
class over and above his equally 
qualified fellow Americans. I do 
not want a return to horse and 
buggy days, but 1 would welcome 
a return to the principles enun- 
ciated by Newton D. Baker. who. 
when secretary of war, wrote on 
this subject: 

The government of the United 
States is the creature and repre- 
sentative of all the peop le of. the 
United States. Its public institu 
fions are for the use of the whole

In the army we cherish ideals 
and insist upon standards of fair 
play that 1 would like to see fol- 
lowed by the nation as a whole. 
Could all the standards through- 
out the nation be as high as they 
are in the army—standards of 
health, sanitation, discipline,

—then we would be the strongest 
nation in the world: yes, the 
strongest known to history! To- 
day, when doctrines subversive to 
American constitutional govern- 
ment are being preached and duly 
constituted civil authority is often 
openly flouted, the army, with 
its unquestioned integrity and un- 
hesitating obedience to lawful! au-’ 
thority, stands firm as the one 
stable element in an unstable and 
shifting domestic scene.

Fort McClellan Experiment 
May Take Million Bales 


From Carryover. 


FORT McCLELLAN, Ala., 
30.—(UP)—Army and 
sources tonight believed that if 
tests at Reilly 1ield tomorrow -are 
successful, all United States gov- 
ernment airports soon would be 
paved with cotton. 

Use of the cotton for paving 
airports would open up a new 
avenue of consumption for Dixie's 
oversupply of the staple. A need 
for 1,000,000 to 2.000.000 bales 
would develop if the paving was 
ordered for all federal airports. 

Plans were completed for dedi- 
cation of Reilly field, first cotton- 
paved field in the nation, at spe- 
cial ceremonies tomorrow. Ex- 
pected to attend the dedication 
were Secretary of War Woodring, 
Works Progress Administrator 
Hopkins, Governors of cotton- 
producing states, and high officials 
of the army, navy, and agriculture 
departments. 

Colonel Simon B. Buckner Jr., 
commanding officer of Fort Mc- 
Clellan, planned to entertain 25,- 
000 guests at the ceremonies. 

Reilly field’s runways have been 
paved with asphalt over a cotton 
fabric material called Osnaburg. 
The cotton-type paving is more 
resilient and tends to act as a 
cushion for fast-fading planes. 

Ordinary asphalt is torn by the 
braking action of a large plane’s 
wheels, and concrete jars and 
bounces the landing ship. 

Thorough tests of the cotton- 
type paving. will be made during 
the dedicat ion _exercises tomorrow.

WILL THE LESSONS BE HEEDED? 

What were the lessons for the United States 
to be drawn trom the quicksands of the Euro- 
pean crisis? 

The feeling of relief at the apparent set- 
tlement of European difficulties has blunted 
the realities of the world situation to a large 
extent, and while the measure of sanity re- 
ferred to here yesterday has been injected into 
the troubled affairs of that continent. much 
remains that is not pleasant. Spain is still 
torn with bloody civil strife. Foreign merce- 
narles remain in the fighting lines, and al- 
though it may be that the Munich conferees 
dealt also with this problem, the touchy ques- 
tion has been overlong in settlement. In the Far 
East the Japanese pound their way toward Han- 
kow. Along the Siberian border troops face 
each other in hatred. On Russia’s western bor- 
der, Stalin has been brought face to face with 
Hitler and his satellites, and in this rests in- 
finitely more potential dynamite than has ex- 
isted in the Czechoslovakian crisis. Worse, 
Great Britain has now aligned herself with 
Germany in the ever-present eventuality of a 
Nazi-Communist war. The agreements arising 
from the Munich conference may be called 
“peace” pacts, but they are not. They con- 
stitute, or will constitute, purely and simply a 
realignment of power. More in sadness than in 
anger it may be said that the “policeman” 
nations have joined the “gangster” countries 
against a land that in the last few weeks has 
become “the victim.” To call it peace dis to 
belie truth. J 

None of these wars or alignments directly 
affect the United States. However, there has 
existed in recent years an unspoken but tacit 
understanding that while the United States 
navy was in the Pacific, this country could de- 
pend upon the British navy for protection in 
the Atlantic. Otherwise the Atlantic coast 
could not have been left practically undefend- 
ed. To put it bluntly, this nation can no longer 
trust Great Britain. The policy of the empire 
is expediency, and the people of this country 
cannot rely upon England’s word under these 
circumstances. If it were expedient for Britain 
to aid the United States, she would furnish that 
help. If it were not, the United States could 
go it alone. 
escaped. 

The defenses of. this country must be ex- 
amined in the light of these conditions. The 
lesson should have been seen in 1932 when 
Secretary of State Henry L. Stimson was given 
the go-around by Sir John Simon, then the 
foreign secretary of the British cabinet, in the 
Manchurian invasion. It should have been seen 
again in 1935 when Sir Samuel Hoare sold out 
to Mussolini in the Ethiopian invasion. But it 
is not too late, and there can be, today, no 
excuse for failing to heed the unmistakable 
handwriting on the wall, 

It is inconceivable that the United States 
would act as did Great Britain and France if 
the territorial integrity of any South American 
country is threatened in the manner of the 
Czechoslovakian “haul.” Yet that threat is 
The Euro- 
pean nations have broken shackles that held 
down to some extent efforts to bring the Latin- 
American countries within their sphere of in- 
fluence. The flood of propaganda will be re- 
doubled in a fertile field. The clash of in- 
terests between the United States and the to- 
talitarian states in the lands to the South will 
no longer be restricted to the economic realm, 
but may soon be reflected in the political 
arena. Abortive revolutions in Brazil and Chile 
instigated by Nazi groups are but a hint of 
that which may be expected. Mexico, for in- 
stance, is a bombshell that may explode into 
a second Spain at any time, and while the 
United States is pledged not to interfere in the 
internal affairs of the Latin-American coun- 
tries, no such promise has been made by the

This is a reality that cannot be . 


nilly-in. small, usctless posts across the land, 
instead of at bases where training for both 
men and officers would be complete and in- 
telligent; and-with a complacent civilian popu- 
lation living in a tragically false security.: That 
is the first choice. The second will be more 
difficult. It would envisage a regular army of 
highly mobile troops completely.equipped with 
the latest available weapons; a navy capable

The time for complacency has vanished into 
thin air. The “splendid isolation” of the west- 
ern hemisphere has been revealed as a chimera, 
a mirage of vast proportions. Only by a close 
union of all the countries of the continent can 
it be expected that a decadent European heg- 
emony be kept from these shores. 

The lessons are too obvious and can be 
overlooked only at a tremendous cost. 


ANOTHER AIR PROBLEM SOLVED. 

One of the main reasons for sub-strato- 
sphere flying—the thinness of the air—has de- 
veloped a difficult problem for technicians. 
The rarified atmosphere makes it necessary 
for the propeller to take larger “bites” to main- 
tain the desired speed and altitude, for the 
reason in the sub-stratosphere the blades have 
a lower effective gripping power than at sea 
level. 

A solution of the problem was first thought 
to be simple. It was supposed that by merely 
increasing the “pitch” of the propeller blades, 
enabling them to take bigger bites, the dif- 
ficulty could be overcome. But wind-tunnel 
experiments indicated that a propeller’s effec- 
tiveness reaches a limit when the speed of its 
blades surpasses the speed of sound. When 
the blade tips reach this point they run into 
a dead heat, so to speak, with the sound waves 
they are generating. These waves, unable to 
outrun a source moving with equal speed, jam 
up around the blade tips, creating as much of 
a drag as if the propeller had been trans- 
formed into a twirling door Knob. 

Scientists at the Massachusetts School of 
Technology thought larger propellers to take 
bigger bites of air to offset what to all intents 
and purposes amounts to slower turning speed, 


would be practicable. A 20-foot propeller, about, 


twice the size of the largest now in use, was 
suggested as a starter. But to turn such huge 
blades, planes must have more powerful en- 
gines. So specifications were promptly drawn 
for a double motor in one unit, geared with 
over-running clutches to a single propeller. 

No aeronautical problem, it seems, is too 
complicated or difficult for modern science. It 
has overcome practically every obstacle to fly- 
ing, save controlling the weather, and it has 
reduced that danger almost to the diminish- 
ing point.

AN AIRPORT AT LAST 
(From The Washington Post) 

Washingtogians will be deeply gratified by the 
fact that President Roosevelt. has found a way to 
cut through controversy and provide the Capital 
City with a first-class airport. While Gravelly 
Point has long been the favorite site of most local 
agencies, the final selection of that area for im- 
mediate development is completely overshadowed 
by the fact that the dispute has been ended and a 
suitable landing field is to be built. 

The fact that the decision has been made 
within the relatively short time since the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority began to function does not 
mean that its survey was superficial. For at least 
ten years experts have been studying sites for a 
model Washington airport. At one time the exist- 
ing airport seemed to be favored for expansion, 
in spite of its hazards. A congressional commis- 
sion temporarily swung considerable support to 
the Camp Springs site. And various other loca- 
tions have been thoroughly considered. _. 

The simple fact is that no site has been found 
to be perfect from all viewpoints. It is that fact 
which prolonged the controversy at the expense 
af safety for passengers and pilots flying in and 
out of Washington. Fortunately the CAA re- 
viewed the voluminous findings from a fresh 
viewpoint and recomended the site to which the 
fewest objections can be raised. That sensible 
decision should have been made years ago. 

To supplement Gravelly Point, which is some- 
times enveloped in fog, the CAA recommends de- 
velopment of a second airport on higher ground 
necessarily some distance from the city. Only in 
this way, apparently, can Washington be certain 
of first-class air terminal facilities in all weather. 
The completion of Gravelly Point will be such a 
great improvement over the existing facilities, 


however, that construction of a second major air-— 


port does not seem to be pressing. 

Since the Gravelly Point site is already owned 
by the government, no outlay for land is essential. 
PWA and WPA funds will be used for develop- 
ment of the terminal as a federal project. Few,
